CHICAGO (A P)— Fire struck a parochial grade school with 
terrifying* swiftness Monday, trapping pupils and teachers 
at their desks a few minutes before dismissal time. Ninety 
perished. 
I he tinal toll included 87 children and three sisters of 
Charity of the Blessed Virgin Mary. The fire was Chicago’s 
worst since the disastrous Iroquois Theatre fire of 1903. It 
was the third worst school fire in the nation in the last 100 
y e a r s . 
More than 85 youngsters remained in hospitals, suffering 
from burns, broken bones received in frantic leaps for life 
and shock.
